‘Jafsie’ Reveals Identity — 
In Quest for Baby Eaglet 


‘Fordham Professor Confirms Authorship of 
Tragic Notes to Supposed Kidnapers 


of Lindberghs’ Child.

NEW YORK, April 10.—(UP)— 
Dr. John F, Condon, a kindly, white 


haired man of 70,-told the United 
oday in an exclusive interview 
that he had entered the negotiations 
to attempt the restoration of Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh’s kidna baby 
“as a good American citizen.” 

Dr. Condon admitted that, signing 
the name “Jafsie,” he had inserted a 
series of advertisements in New York 
newspapers which led to contact with 
the supposed kidnapers and the pay- 
ment by Colonel Lindbergh of $50,00v 
ransom. : 

The doctor, a lecturer on 
at the graduate college of Fordham 
University, was interviewed at his 
modest home in the Bronx, just before 
the gathering of a Sunday school class 
that meets with him each week, 

Dr. Condon denied he had entered 
the case at the request of Colonel 
Lindbergh, and was inclined to resent 
much of the newspaper speculation re- 
garding his interest in it, particularly 
regarding any suggestion that he was 
himself fooled by racketeers. , 

“I believe it is the duty of every 
patriotic citizen to do everything pos- 
sible to restore the Lindbergh baby 
to his parents,” he said simply. Two 
large American flags, in standards of 
his front porch, gave testimony to his 
patriotism. 

Dr. Condon also denied a previous 
report that his name was brought into 
the case because he had assisted in 
teaching various branches of sports to 
the prisoners at Sing Sing.

Governor “Alfalfa Bill” Murray, of 
Oklahoma, is third with 23, and Smith 
has the pnly other pledged delegate, 
104 being in doubt. 

The democrats will choose 134 del- 
egates this week to boost the total 
to 472. There will be 1,154 votes in 
the national convention with 770 or 
two-thirds required to nominate. 

On Tuesday, Illinois and’ Nebraska 
primaries name 54 and 16, respective- 
ly, the former being district dele- 
gates only.

Darkness prevented them 
from obtaining a description of the 
killers. 

The killing took place in a lonely 
farming district—known as “Gang- 
dom’s Graveyard”—on the far south- 
west side. A score or so of gancz- 
sters have been found shot to death 
in the vicinity. 

Police said Carmen was an “inde- 
pendent” alcohol cooker and dealer. 
and that he evidently had dared to 
compete against a gang-controlled 
liquor syndicate. 

Several farmers, who asked their 
names not to be made public, saw 
the execution and notified police, but 
the assailants escaped.
